(AP)—There were more Missouri 
highway deaths in the first half 
of 1951 than for any comparable 
period since 1941. 

A total of 436 deaths from traf- 

fic accidents was recorded in the 
first six months of this year.

The formula provides for a 
50-50 split of earnings on future 
sales of Iranian oil and oil prod- 
ucts, with the Tehran Govern- 
ment retaining half the profits 
and paying the other half to the 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. 


W. Averell Harriman, special 
White House adviser on foreign 
affairs, is urging adoption of the’ 
formula and of the proposed set- 
tlement as a whole, Harriman, 
who has been conferring on the 
crisis with British and Iranian 
officials in Tehran, has flown to 
London for high-level discussions 


there. 
Britain Would Agree. 


Britain would agree to nation- 
alization of the company, under 
the proposed settlement. Iran, on 
the other hand, would agree to 
pay the owners of the company 

a fair price for their property. 
The British Government itself 
is the majority stockholder in 
Anglo-Iranian. The company’s to- 
tal assets are probably \,orth 
$1,000,000,000. 

The proposed settlement also 
provides that the British would 
operate the naticnalized company 
for the Iranian Government. They 
‘would produce the oil, refine it 
and ship and market it as before. 


The British would conduct these || tors in Canad 


operations, however, as the em- 


ployes, or agents, of the Iranian } 


Government, the new owners of 
the company, instead of acting in 
their own behalf as previously. 
It-is in this connection that 
the 50-50 formula would be ap- 
plied.

What is equally important, the 
“backward” countries are iess 
backward than they used to be. 

Most of them still lack the 
scientific and technological skills 
and facilities required for pro- 
ducing, refining and marketing 
their oil. But these countries 
now do understand the value of 
the oil, and they are determined 
to obtain a larger share of the 
profits from it. 

“Backward” Nations Stronger. 

Moreover, at least some of the 
“backward” countries, now 
stronger relative to the great 
powers, are able to enforce their 
wishes in greater measure than 
before. 

Nationalization has been the 
principal threat which “back- 
ward” countries have held over 
the heads of foreign oil compan- 
ies for a generation. 

Mexico’s expropriation of Amer- 
ican and British oil properties in 

the early 1930s set an example 

iwhich other countries have been 

threatening to follow ever since, 

and the threat has seemed suf- 
ficiently real to cause foreign 
companies to be much more ac- 
commodating than they used to be. 

The increase in the price of oil 
which has taken’ place during thi” 
same period has accentuated this 
trend. 

Royalties are commonly calcu- 
lated on the basis of a fixed fee 
per barrel of oil produced. Thus! 
Arabian-American now pays 50 
cents a barrel, the Irag Petroleum 
Co. 33 cents, the Bahrein Petro- 
leum Co. 30 cents and the Kuwait 
Oil Co. pays 9 cents. Some of these 
differences in rates are compen- 
sated for by other features of the 
concessions under which the com- 
panies operate. 

Greater production has meant 
greater earnings for the country 
collecting royalties calculated in 
this way. But fixed fees have con- 
stituted a smaller and smaller 
share of the total income from 
the country’s oil—whereas the 
foreign companies have kept a 
greater and greater share of the 
total income. Other things being 
equal, increases in the rates per 
barrel thus fave been necessary.

Harriman Appears to Make 
Progress With British. 
LONDON, July 28 (AP) — W. 
Averell Harriman gave the Brit- 
ish a long talk today on why they 
should snap up Iran’s offer to 
confer again over their explosive 
oil dispute. 
There were signs that Presi- 
dent Truman's special envoy 
made some progress. 

After two and a half hours in 

conference with Prime Minister 
Attlee and top ministers of the 
British -Government, Harriman | 
emerged smiling from No. 10 
Downing Street, the Prime Min- 
ister’s residence.

The treaty, drafted by a 26-na- 
tion conference, will become op- 
erative after ratification by at 
least six of the countries. It gives 
certain basic civil right to. 1,500.,- 
000 persons who became refugees 
before Jan. 1, 1951. 


Countries which signed the 
treaty today were Austfia, Bel- 
gium, Colombia, Denmark, Lux- 
embourg, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Switzerland, the 
United Kingdom and Yugosalvia. 
Israel is expected to sign next 
week. None of the Soviet bloc 
states took part in the confer- 
ence..

Four Points. 

But at present, the United 
States, as the nation exercising 
the U.N. command through Gen.

1. It is essential to set up, for 
the period of the armistice, de- 
fensible military positions. Only 
thus can the security of the troops 
and the area be reasonably as- 
sured. 

2. The nature of the land along 
the thirty-eighth parallel does not 
make it possible to establish de- 
fensible positions. U.N. troops 
would have to pull back to the old 
Han river line and this would ex- 
pose the Korean republic capital 
of Seoul to assault. 

3. The present battle line not 
only offers defensible positions 
mainly north of the thirty-eighth 
parallel, but also is shorter by 
many miles than the parallel, 
which it crosses in the area north 
of Seoul. 

4. Since the present talks are 
limited to military subjects, the 
proper objective of both sides 
must be to stop the fighting 
where it is and then negotiate 
boundaries for political divisions 
as may be necessary later on. 
Theoretically if: arrangements 
could be made for unification of 
Korea under U.N. sponsorship, 
the thirty-eighth pdrallel would 
have no: political meaning at all.

It would dpply only in the 
cases of ‘naturalized aliens who 
refuse to give non-incriminating 
testimony to Congressional ‘¢com- 
mittees within 10 years after they 
are naturalized. 

Under the bill, failure to give 
the testimony would be in itself 
evidence that the alien had men- 
tal reservations on allegiance to 
the United States when he took 
the citizenship oath. It would be 
up to the naturalized citizen to 
prove that he had no such mental 
reservation. Otherwise, he could 
lose citizenship.

Military equipment 
will flow from Detroit factories 
in a growing stream.

It is the kind of thing that has 

always happened in the early 

part of a big conversion opera- 
tion. But it is important to 
keep unemployment and other

I have directed the defense 
agencies to review the situation 
out here thoroughly. I told them 
to be sure that everything pos- 
sible is done to make the con- 
version - process work smodthly. 
I don’t propose to let the work- 
ing men of Detroit suffer any 
unemployment that can be 
avoided.

The 
North Koreans and the Chinese 
Communists are getting a 
steady flow of new equipment 
from the Soviet Union for 
ground and air use. 

The Russians themselves have 
more than four million: men un- 
der arms in Europe and the Far 
East. There are heavy concen- 
trations of Soviet air, land, and 
sea forces in the Russian prov- 
inces along the Manchurian 
border, across from Japan, and 
across from Alaska. 
As your President, I am telling 
you that the dangers in other 
parts of the world are just as 
great as they are in Korea. Every 
day reports come to my desk 
about Soviet military preparations 
around the world, If everyone of 
you could see these reports and 
receive this same information, 
you would give up any thought 
that the danger is over. You 
would be just as anxious as I 
am to see that’! this country 
builds up its armed forces, equips 
them with the most modern 
weapons, and helps to arm our 
allies.

VANCOUVER, B. C., July 28 
(UP)—Michael (the Archangel) 
Verigin, prophesied leader of the 
Doukhobors who spent his life 
trying to become independent of 
the Russian sect, died today in 
the Vancouver General Hospital. 
He was 77 years old.

Negotiation of Series of ‘Dulles Treaties’ in Pacific Area 
Is Major Contribution to American Security — Dem- 


onstrates That Bipartisan 


icy Is Still Possible Among Men of Good Will.

totally lacking in glamor drew near 


Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 


The triumph in his career which is now 
is the completion of a network 
of treaties which will constitute a major con- 
tribution to Américan national security and to 
peace and stability in the Pacific. There will 
be at least three of these treaties, and pos- 
sibly four, and Dulles is the principal archi- 
tect of them all: 

1. The Japanese peace treaty, which is 
now completed except for possible last- 
minute, detailed revisions, and which is 
due to be signed at a conference opening 
Sept. 4 at San Francisco. | 

2..An American-Australian-New Zealand 
security pact already agfeed to in final 
form which. will probably be signed at 

_ about the same time as the Japanese peace 
settlement, possibly also at San Francisco. 

3. An American-Japanese security treaty 
under which the United States will main- 
tain armed forces in Japan after conclusion 
of peace with Tokyo. This agreement also 
is now virtually completed. It is scheduled 
te be signed and go into effect with the 
general peace treaty with Japan. . 

4. The United States may further enter 
inte a new security pact with the Philip- 
pines. Washington thirks no such new 
agreement is necessary, but Manila is ask- 
ing for one and the United States may yield 
to Filipino wishes. 

There can still be slips between cup and 
lip. Something could happen to prevent the 
signature and ratification of any or all of the 
“Dulles treaties.” 

The agreements will necessarily be imper- 
fect, moreover, even under the best circum- 
stances which it is possible to hope for. Thus 
three of the powers most vitally concérned 
will not sign the Japanese peace treaty—Rus- 
sia, China and Korea. 

Not a single Asiatic people has yet pledged 
itself to sign the treaty, in fact, and some of- 
ficials here fear that the Communists may 
be able to claim with some plausibility that 
the settlement is a “Western,” “white man’s” 
peace. 

The consensus here is, however, that many 
if not most of the Asiatic countries concerned 
will sign and ratify the Japanese treaty, that 
at least the two other principal related agree- 
ments will also go into effect—and that the 
results of Dulles’ work will be vastly ad- 
vantageous to all men of good will, even if 
not to all Communists. 

Even “half a peace” would be much better 
than no. peace at all. 

Politics is the art of the possible, as Bis- 
marck said, and Dulles appears to have ac- 
complished “all that was possible and maybe 
a little bit more,” in the words of one expert 
observer. 

Negotiation of the “Dulles treaties” con- 
stitutes, in fact, an extraordinary achievement, 
and only a man with extraordinary qualifica- 
tions could have accomplished it. 

Dulles has these qualifications, and has 
them in a measure which it would be difficult

His mother’s father was John W. Foster, 
who was Secretary of State under Benja- 
min Harrison and who also served as Amer- 
ican Minister to St. Petersburg, Madrid 
and Mexico City and as an adviser to the 
Chinese Government. Dulles’ uncle was 
Robert Lansing, whe was Woodrow Wil- 
son’s Secretary of State. 

Foster, a strong-minded patriarch, played 
an important part in shaping the youthful 
Dulles’ interests and launching him on his 
career. He encouraged and helped Dulles to 
study world affairs, both in this country and 
abroad. He took him to the second Hague 
Peace Conference in 1907 as his secretary, 
when Dulles was only 19 and a sophomore at 
Princeton. He introduced Dulles into the 
official life of Washington, and he obtained 
a place for him, when Dulles had completed 
his law studies at George Washington Uni- 
versity here, in the famous New York law 
firm of Sullivan & Cromwell—of which Dulles 
was destined to become senior partner before 
he was 40 years old. 

Dulles was never as close to Lansing as he 
was to Foster, but Lansing, too, took an in- 
terest in Dulles’ career in diplomacy. He 
sent him to Central America as a special 
diplomatic agent of the State Department in 
1917, and both uncle and nephew were mem- 
bers of the American delegation to the Paris 


peace conference after World War I. 

The strong religious strain in Dulles’ char- 
acter is also traditional in his family. Both 
his father and his paternal grandfather were 
Presbyterian ministers. His father, the Rev. 
Dr. Allen Macy Dulles, was for many years 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Watertown, N. Y. 

“As the son of a minister, church life in 
Watertown meant three Sunday services, sup- 
plemented with Sunday school, and prayer 
meeting each Wednesday night,” a writer on 
this phase of Dulles’ life reports. “Each week 
Foster was required to memorize a passage 
from the Bible and a verse of a hymn.” 
Skeptics are fond of saying that diplomacy 
and religion won’t mix, but Dulles rejects 
this view. He holds, on the contrary, that 
diplomacy is a delusion and a vain thing un- 
less it is animated by Christian principles. 

American foreign policy must reflect 
“the simple, basic will of the American 
people,” he said some time ago. “Our 
will flows from the fundathentals of our 
faith. Our founders believed that there 
was a moral law which gave reality to such 
concepts as justice and righteousness,” 

Perhaps the most striking of Dulles’ at- 
tempts to apply religious principles to the 
problems of world affairs was his service as 
chairman of the “Commission on a Just and 
Durable Peace” created by the Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in America dur- 
ing World War II. 

Under Dulles’ leadership, the Commission 


which came to be popularly known as the 
“six pillars of peace,” setting forth basic 
moral principles which the Commission urged 
should govern the post-war peace settlement. 

Dulles’ direct participation in high-level 
American war and post-war bipartisan foreign 
policy began in 1944. 

He had specialized in international law 

during the 1920s and 1930s, and had acted 
as counsel in some of the most important 
cases involving conflicts of national laws and 
interests of that era. Partly as a result of 
the reputation he acquired during those years, 
Dulles had also become acquainted with 
Thomas E. Dewey, and had become Dewey’s 
principal adviser on foreign affairs. 
When Secretary of State Cordell Hull asked 
Dewey to name someone to represent him in 
the planning for the United Nations in 1944, 
Dewey, accordingly, named Dulles. . 

Dulles has been one of outstanding Re- 
publican authors of American bipartisan 
foreign policy ever since. Among other 
things, he has served as a member of the 
American delegations te the San Francisco 
Conference, where the U.N. was estab- 
lished; to sessions of the U.N. General 
Assembly; and te meetings of the Big 
Four Council of Foreign Ministers. He 
has co-operated with five Democratic Secre- 
taries of. State in the past seven years: 
Hull, Edward R. Stettinius Jr., James F. 
Byrnes, Gen. George C. Marshall and 
Acheson. 

It. is widely believed that Dulles would 
have become Secretary of State if Dewey

Dulles ran for the Senate in 1948 against 
Herbert H. Lehman, in what developed into 
a notably bitter campaign, but was beaten. 
He was obliged to derive such solace as he 
could for this defeat from a short term in 
the Senate to which Dewey appointed him 
when the late Robert F. Wagner retired in 
1949. :

and world affairs. Dulles gives the impres- 
sion of being a plain, modest, sensible, de- 
pendable kind of a man. 

He has his suits made by one of the best 
tailors in New York but he usually manages 
to look as though he had just taken a nap in 
them and his hair is liable to be as mussed 
and rumpled as his clothing. 

Dulles works hard, thinks things through 
carefully and painstakingly and speaks de- 
liberately. He often pauses to reflect be- 
tween phrases and sentences, rapidly blink- 
ing his blue eyes behind his rimless bifocal 
spectacles and working the corners of his 
mouth while he marshals his thoughts and 
decides on his choice of language for what 
he wants to say next. 

For recreation, Dulles likes to do things 
himself which he enjoys, rather than watch 
other people do things which they either 
enjoy or get paid for doing. He has no par- 
ticular passion for the theater or night life 
or spectator sports, but plays cards and chess 
and sails, swims, fishes, plays golf and chops 
wood. He likes long walks. He is a great 
reader, with a weakness for detective stories. 

He played a good deai of tennis until a 
back strain forced him to give up the game 
several years ago. 

Dulles is partial to seafood but allergic 
to onions. 

He used to be a pipe-smoker, using a series 
of French briars in rotation, but stopped 
smoking a few years ago—and now chews on 
pencils instead. 

Dulles was born in Washington, Feb. 28, 
1888, the first of five children. He attended 
the public grade and high schools of Water- 
town, spent a year with his mother before 
going to college, in Lausanne, Switzerland, 
and, after being graduated from Princeton 
in 1908, studied for a year at the Sorbonne. 

He is married to the former Janet Pomery 
Avery. -The Dulleses have three children; 
John, a mining engineer; Lillias (not Lillian), 
now Mrs. Robert Hinshaw, and Avery, who 
became a Catholic during the war, wrote a 
book describing his conversion, and is now a 
priest.

In upholding the constitutionality of the 
Smith Act, all of the justices of the Supreme 
Court expressed grave doubt as to its efficacy. 
In other words, six of the eight participating 
justices held that the United States Govern- 
ment could constitutionally prosecute leaders 
of the Communist party on a charge of (1) 
teaching and advocating the doctrine of over- 
throw of the Government by force and vio- 
lence, and (2) organizing a group to carry on 
such teaching and advocacy. Yet all six of 
the majority justices as well as the two dis- 
senting justices said that the law which they 
had held constitutional would, in their opin- 
ion, contribute little or nothing to the safe- 
guarding of the country against Communism. 

Consequently, the problem of how to deal 
with subversive activities is now in our lap. 
It is up to the ordinary citizen to decide, and 
tell his Senators and Congressman, how to 
resolve the difficult problem of internal se- 
curity vs. individual freedom. 

As a framework for such a decision the 
following brief, and perhaps oversimplified 
outline of laws now on the statute books, cov- 
ering subversive activities, is presented. 

CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES.’ 

1. Espionage. It is a crime: 

To obtain, receive or attempt to obtain de- 
fense or classified information with intent or 
reason to believe that it is to be used to the 
injury of the United States. 

2. Sabotage. It is a crime: 

To injure or destroy (or attempt so to do) 
any munitions, defense installations, or public 
| facility useful in defense, with the intent of 
injuring the United States in defense prepara- 
tion or in war. 

To make defective munitions or equipment 
for defense or war use with intent to ob- 
struct defense or war effort. 

3. Mutiny (by crew members). It ig a crime: 

To usurp or resist command of a vessel. 

To incite other crew members to mutiny. 

4. Treason, sedition, etc. It is a crime: 

For citizens to levy war against the United 
States or adhere and give aid and comfort to 
an enemy. 

To incite, assist or engage in rebellion or 
insurrection. 

To conspire to overthrow or destroy the 
Government by force. 

To counsel or urge insubordination or dis- 
loyalty in the armed forces.

Warning From Detroit 

A nation, like a fighter, has a difficult time 
keeping its muscles flexed. There is always an 
innate desire to relax. President Truman was 
warning against this when he said, in his Detroit 
speech: 

We cannot let dcwn our guard no matter 
what happens in Korea. The free world 
must have armed strength—and have it 
now. 

Peace in Korea is, of course, far from certain, 
The truce negotiations escape from one dead- 
lock into another. And by the President's ac- 
count, millions of men are under arms in the 
Communist East, their bayonets pointed west- 
ward. 

These facts are known to ameriennd yet they 
will be repeated and should be. Why? Because 
the memory of late 1945 is sharp in the minds 
of those responsible for national safety. That 
was the year in which the United States rushed 
into the discharge of eight million soldiers, 
while Russia began to re-equip 175 divisions. 
Four years of Western weakness invited ag- 
gression. 

Other facts. must not be forgotten. Though 
the United States has now doubled its military 
manpower, it has only begun to harness its pro- 
ductive strength. Much of the arms program is 
behind schedule. The economy on which this 
effort depends has reached an inflationary 
plateau but peaks lie ahead. Our allies in 
Europe will not have “adequate” forces for two 
more years. 

In short, the world is not safe from aggression 
now, and self-indulgence and relaxation would 
only grant aggression another gigantic giveaway 
program of Western strength. This is the 
President’s warning, that national safety de- 
mands a durable and determined effort.

Investigating Chairman Boyle 

Payments by the American Lithofold Corpo- 
ration of St. Louis to William M. Boyle, chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee, and 
his former law partner, Max Siskind, will be 
investigated by Congress. A promise to this 
effect has been made by Senator Clyde R. 
Hoey, chairman of the Senate’s permanent in- 
vestigating committee. 

Senator Hoey says that he has already 
ordered his staff to make a preliminary investi- 
gation of the case, but that the committee will 
not start a full-scale investigation until the. St. 
Louis grand jury completes its work.

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In the Wake of a Flood

KANSAS CITY. 
The ps of a great flood can be told in 
terms of so many feet of a river stage, in 
terms of roads closed, bridges washed out, 
factories flooded, in terms of statistics on 


the homeless. But that is not what a flood 


is. 

A flood is homes cracked. into match- 
sticks, industrial plants thrown into rubble 
piles, smokestacks staring above the wreck- 
age, a pervasive odor of decay, a city 
turned into a battlefield drenched in mud. 

The muddy Kansas river is often a slow 
stream, and a man can sometimes wade 
across it at Eudora, west of Kansas City. 
But ever since the 
Ice Age which help- 
ed create the wind- 
ing river, the Kaw 
has occasionally 
flooded out its val-'° - 
ley. For a time this 
July the Kansas lost 
its quiet and turned 
the bigger Missouri 
into its tributary. 

From Kansas City 

west to Lawrence

Bricks, Toothpicks, Mud 


Three-story brick warehouses had col- 
lapsed into cones of bricks.

Frame homes were torn from their foun- 
dations and tossed backwards. Front walls 
leaned against rear walls which leaned 
against trees or rubble, and the trees bent 
nearly to the ground.

Most Arguments Are Political.

HE idea of an integrated European or international army is 


seductive when viewed from 


afar, but, when examined closely, 


the multitude of problems to be solved make it seem almost 


hopeless. Since Gen. Eisenhower is now supporting an integrated | 


European army, we may feel certain that he sees advantages which 


far outweigh the difficulties. 

‘The European army conference 
in Paris has made an interim re- 
port to the governments of 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium and Luxembourg recom- 

- mendifg the creation of an inter- 
national European force of 600,- 
000. to. 700,000 men organized 
inte 20 divisions. This force is 
to be available in 1953. It might 
be noted that the French alone 
were to have 20 divisions ready 
in 1953. . 

To provide for political direc- 
tion and support of the inte- 
grated army, the plan is to ‘estab- 
lish four bodies: A European De- 
fense Commissioner or Authority; 
a Council of Ministers; an As- 
sembly with delegates from the 
member cotintries; and a Court of 
Justice. The political and judicial 
bodies are ‘similar to those em-~- 
bodied in the Schuman plan for 
coal and steel amalgamation. 

Some Nations Stay Aloof. 

The Netherlands and the Scan- 
dinavian countries have remained 
aloof, although all countries of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization have sent observers. 

The European army is to have 
a common uniform and pay scales. 
As fast as facilities can be al- 
located, production of armaments 
will be on a European basis and 
ultimately the- integrated army 
will be equipped 


arms. 

The level at which integration 
will e effect is the dispute. 
France wants units the size of 
regimental combat teams of five 
or six thousand men integrated 
into European divisions with not 
more than two combat teams of 
a single nationality in any one 
division. Germany fnsists on na- 
tional units of division size and 
in this contention she is upheld 
almost unanimously by military 
opinion.

The arguments in favor of the 
integrated army are mostly non- 
ilitary. 
First, it is felt that this is a 
method by which German troops 
can be used in European defense 
without arousing the fears of the 


_ 


pressure on hesitant nations to 
force them to accede. 
' $eldier’s Point of View. 
From the soldier’s point of 
view, integration of military 
forces should be a result of 
litical union rather than a 
toward it. War, as Foch decla 
is a conflict of moral forces. Men 
risk their lives. Nations sacrifice 
to maintain their armies. This is 
done under the impulse of pa- 
triotism and the desire to pro- 
tect their nation and. home. 


The supernational army, with- 
out the superstate, has no basis 
of patriotism. and devotion. Such 
an army is more akin te mercen- 
ary forces. Soldiers fight most 
devotedly under their own of- 
ficers and for their own causes. 

Gen. Pershing in World War I 
fought against British and French 
plans to spread American troops 
in French and British divisions. 
Gen. Bradley equally was on the 
alert in World War II to keep 
American troops under American 
command, 

An integrated force has this 
great weakness and it is unlikely 
that it can be overcome in our 
generation. 


Flexibility an Advantage. 


The military argument in favor 
of an integrated army is its flex- 
ibility of employment. National 
forces demand that they defend 
national territory. Thus ‘the 
French will want to defend 
France, the Belgians, Belgium, 
and the Italians Italy. The Brit- 
ish want their forces stationed 
so as to protect the channel coast. 

Thus the supreme commander 
in Europe must depend on Amer- 
ican and Canadian forces when 
he wishes‘to strengthen one point 
at the expense of another. There 
should be less difficulty making 
better strategical use of _ inte- | 
grated forces than of national | 
forces. | 

The technical difficulties in an 
integrated force depend on the | 
degree of integration, If all na- 
tionalities were mingled in the. 
smallest units, they would have 
to adopt a common language 
to receive instruction and give 


Soviet Union over the rearma- 
ment of Germany. If the German 
forces which have been proposed 
as 250,000 men organized in 
twelve divisions, are integrated 
into a European defense force, 
principally under French domina- 
tion; there ‘can be no just cause 
for Soviet fears. 

France Would be Dominant. 

A second argument is that, with 
German forces integrated with 
French and other European 
troops, the French can forget their 
fears of revival of German mili- 
tarism. France will be the domi- | 
nant partner. 

This also will allay the fears 
of many who expect at some time 
in the future that Germany will 
attempt to regain its lost terri- 
tories by force of arms. That 
there is some basis for this belief 
is indicated by the statement of 
Chanceller Adenauer in a speech 
July 9. He said that the build-up 
of the Western powers is most 
desirable from the German stand- 
point for “only in this way can we 
get the German East back,” but 
he made it clear he meant that if

be able to negotiate with the 
Soviet Union over the lost Ger- 
man territory. 

An integrated army is also sup- 
ported by the idealists of ap in- 
ternational superstate. They be- 
lieve that military integration will 
be a step toward political integra- 
tion. Bertrand Russell considers 
this the first step toward political 
unification and would bring every

French proposal to integrate 
within divisions is objectionable 
on account of language difficul- 
ties. Could the German calling 
on an Italian artillery battery for 
fire support have confidence that 
he would be understood? How 
would the Belgians feel if French 
planes strafed them by mistake? 
One understand such blunders if 
made by our own forcés, but sus- 
pects the motives if made by 
others. 


Division Integration Practicable. 


Integration of divisions within 
the corps is practicable. The 
same difficulties are experienced, 
but in a lesser degree. Even then 
it is preferable to have artillery 
and aviation support. from the 
same nationality as the infantry 
requiring it. : 

Integration of divisions within 
the corps is supported by all ex- 
cept the French. It is to be ex- 
pected that they will agree to it. 

The surest sign of the improve- 
ment of the military position of 


Western Europe is the change in 
attitude of Germany toward re- 
armament. When the Germans, 
who are militarily sophisticated, 
showed no interest in providing 
troops, it was because they felt 
that Germany would only be a 
battleground and that they might 
better be occupied as a neutral 
than as an enemy. Sentiment has

New Blood for Diplomacy. 

In Europe today, United States 
diplomacy has several great prob- 
lems.

Another is combating the Com- 
munist myth that American capi- 
talism eats up workers alive, 
crushing them into brute, insen- 
sate slavery.

This government has reason to 
believe the Uzbeks are unhappy. 

Experts consider the central 
Asiatic republics the “soft un- 
derbelly” of the Soviet Union. 
The Bolsheviks apparently think 
so too. They are moving hordes 
of natives out of the area and 
replacing them with P.ussians. 

The effort of the Voice is to 
drive a wedge between the Soviet 
people and the Politburo. It 
doesn’t waste much thunder on 
the aging Stalin. The enduring 
enemy is the Politburo, the core 
of the Soviet dictatorship.

“Lucy Carmichael” is an ac- 
tive story with many complica- 
tions. But its distinction is in 
its characters, who arg numer- 
ous and well realized and in 
the light, easy, cultivated and 
deftly humorous prose. Miss 
Kennedy has an affinity for 
courage, generosity and “grace 
under pressure” and her main 
characters are liberally en- 
dowed with these heartening 
virtues. But they are not over- 
poweringly virtuous. They are 
not above an occasional show 
of malice and the defects of 
their qualities are often appar- 
ent. Their validity as human 
beings makes their various 
activities seem plausible. 
Kennedy, in brief, is the kind 
of story teller who can make 
her contrivance of plot seem 
natural and inevitable. 

Older readers will recall 
Miss Kennedy as the author of 
“The Constant Nymph,” an out- 
standing novel of the "Twenties. 
“Lucy Carmichael” is not quite 
so poignant as that earlier work 
but it has greater depth and 
maturity.

HE young authors of this 
T tress and absorbing book 

were active evangelists of 
the world federalist movement 
when they went to India on a 
fellowship granted by the 
Foundation for World Govern- 
ment. Within a week of the 
six months they were to spend 
in India, they were “swept 
away from the world federa- 
tion idea by the heart-wrench- 
ing poverty, ignorance and 
disease surrounding us. World 
government seemed a thousand 
miles down a road littered with 
tragic immediate problems cry- 
ing for solution.” 

The Woffords traveled ‘as- 
siduously, studied the Gandhi 
history and legend, observed 
with shock and dismay the 
workings of machine politics in 
a new state. The alarming con- 
clusion they bring back is that 
Nehru is the high-souled cap- 
tive of a reactionary political 
clique not much different from 
that which Chiang * Kai-shek 
headed in China. They fear 
that Nehru is a modern-day 
Hamlet, and they like the idea 
so weil that they labor the 
parallel for a full chapter. They 
believe that he has lost the 
capacity to bring about the re- 
forms which he and the Con- 
gress party promised, and that 
the inevitable result will be a 
fire of revolution, as in China, 
which can easily deliver India 
to the Communists in the end.

What gives the book, 
its charm is the vividness of the 
author’s impressions, which 
they manage to impart very 
well, and freshness of outlook. 

They discover with a pro- 
found shock that few Indians 
think deeply about political 
aspirations. It is not civil lib-

erties most. Indians want, but 
food and social advancement. 
And the Woffords are so stag-

not its ideology but the simple 
fact that it promises rapid in- 
dustrialization, rapid land re- 
ferm, rapid accumulation of 
capital and social revolution. 

Communism offers to do in 
one generation what might take 
two or three under a private 
enterprise society depending 
upon outside capital. 

On these premises, the Wof- 
fords believe that if there is a 
non-Communist * solution it 
must come from the Socialists 
and the uncorrupted Gandhi 
following who seek a national 
self-discipline which will 
achieve without violence and 
external control the revolution 
they regard as inevitable.

T India—saw the villages, the 
people, the teeming city 
slums, the poverty, the wretch- 
edness, the flickering hope of a 
better day.

Fruit Big and Juicy

HIS is the season for blackberries and we manage to pick 
T a quart or two each day, even though most of the fruit- 

ing wood froze last winter. The berries we find, however, 
are big and juicy because of wet weather. This has also 
- brought on a heavy growth 
of new shoots. Next summer, 
if nothing untoward happens, 
should see a bumper crop. 
Our best variety grows in 
the bottom fields along the 
old lane and buried deep in 
the hickory sprouts. But re- 
gardless of location, all the 
berry patches furnish won- 
derful wildlife cover. Rab- 
bits, wood mice, quail and 
many songbirds find refuge 
in the briary thickets. where 
only the snake can pene- 
trate; and all of them use 
the fruit for food. Berry 
picking is no easy task, for 
the thorns are needle-sharp 
and have a way of reaching 
out to hook themselves into 
any exposed bit of skin or to 
grasp the back of your shirt 
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in an endearing embrace. 

The berry patch, too, is a fine place to take on a crop 
of chiggers, if one happens to, be susceptible to the little 
pests, as who isn’t. More dangerous than chiggers are the 
occasional copperheads. Our friend Houston McColl, in fact, 
was severely bitten by a copperhead last week while black- 
berrying and, strangely enough, on the only occasion he can 
remember going out into the brush without wearing a pair 
of high boots. The bite of a copperhead is a serious matter. 
It is seldom fatal but capable of putting one into the hos- 
pital for a week or more as it did in Houston's case.

@ WE OURSELVES had an interesting, though less critical 
experience with a copperhead just a few days ago. Giff 
Adams had been over on Saturday afternoon, working with 
the bees; and when he was finished, we all drove down the 
lane to pick berries. We mentioned the snake episode and 
Giff remarked that, with all the time he spends out on the 
wild lands af the Clark National Forest, he had seen almost 
no poisonous snakes since coming to Missouri several years 
ago. Nor did we see any during the afternoon. But late 
that night, as we were going to -bed, Ginnie couldn’t find 
Chipper and took the flashlight to see where the cocker 
might be sleeping. She started out on the west terrace and 
suddenly let out a startled cry, “Come quick. A copperhead.”

Remembering our talk of the afternoon, I didn’t jump 
too quickly. But she called again and I rushed out, pulling 
on my boots and picking up a rifle on the way. And sure 
enough, there on the west terrace was the snake, held 
motionless in the beam of the light. We had a time to 
keep the dogs from investigating before I could dispatch 
it; and both of us agreed that from now on, snakes are to 
be denied the presence of the yard, porehes and house. 
There is such a thing as carrying hospitality too far.

RDINARILY, Americans.don’t 

think much about the exist- 

ence and influence of organ- 
ized crime. They know vaguely 
that it is there, and they let it 
go at that. For some years, how- 
ever — since the days when I was 
a young lawyer in Tennessee—I 
had been troubled by the wun- 
pleasant realization that there was 
a tie-up between crime and poli- 
tics. 


The idea stayed with me when 
I became a member of the senate 
in January, 1949. More and more 
I was concerned with pherom- 
enon of politico-criminal corrup- 
tion. 


Early in 1950, an accumulation 
of events. high-lighted tthe des- 
perate need for learning the real 
facts about crime in America. 
The American Municipal Associa- 
tion, alarmed by the effects of 
interstate crime, operations or 
local governments, called for fed- 
eral consideration of the problem. 
Newspapers — and the free press 
is one of our democracy’s most 
potent weapons — were making 
startling disclosures about the 
pewer of modern criminals, the 
white-collar successors to the Al 
Capones of an earlier era. 

I felt the time had come to 
demonstrate that there is noth- 
ing the American people cannot 
overcome if they know the facts. 
So I took the issue to the senate 
floor by introducing a bill call- 
ing for a full-scale senate inves- 
tigation of crime in interstate 
commerce. After a long and dif- 
ficult fight, the senate crime com- 
mittee was born. 

As chairman, I was extremely 
fortunate in having the backing 
of four able colleagues. These 
were Sen. Herbert R. -O’Conor, 
Democrat, of Maryland, to whom 
I turned over chairmanship of 
the committee last May when I 
felt the time had come for me 
to step down; Sen. Lester C. 
Hunt, Democrat, of Wyoming, 
whose great gift for common 
sense and arriving at sound 
decisions contributed much sta- 
bility to our deliberations; Sen. 
Alexander Wiley, Republican, of 
Wisconsin, and that remarkable 
moral battler, Sen, Charles W. 
ow Republican, of New Hamp-

ERVING on the crime com- 

mittee was a tremendous emo- 

tional experience for all of us. 
For me, it became more than 
merely a committee appointment: 
it became a way of life. Almost 
everything conceivable happened; 
in San Francisco, someone stole 
my hat in the federal courthouse; 
in Los Angeles, a youngster 
grabbed me in the courthouse 
corridor as I walked past a tele- 
phone booth and asked me to say 
a word to “Mom.” Back in Wash- 
ington, my mail brought me a 
post card from Alcatraz, in- 
scribed simply, “Wish you were 
here.” 

The worst thing that happened 
was that I became a stranger 
to my three older children, ages 
9, 5 and 3, and didn’t get much 
of a chance to become aquaint- 
ed with our baby who was born 
while the crime hearings were 
in progress, 

There even was a_ certain 
amount of ridieule attached to 
service on the Kefauver com- 
mittee. As my good friend and 
colleague, the inimitable Tom 
Connally of Texas, remarked one 
morning when I did not answer 
a roll call because I was presid- 
ing at a crime hearing, “He's off 
chasing crapshooters.” Knowing 
how Connally enjoys a joke, I 
didn’t take his remark to heart; 
later Senator Connally wrote me 
handsomely that his remark “was 
merely an attempt at facetious- 
ness ... and I want to take this 
occasion to congratulate you and 
the other members of your com- 


mittee on the splendid public ~ 


service you have rendered.” 

Our first hearing was conduct- 
ed in Miami, Fla. on May 26, 
1950. Between that date and the 
time my term as chairman ended, 
I traveled approximately 52,380 
miles from coast to coast.

adequate job of denaturalizing 
and deporting foreign-born crim- 
inals who make a mockery of 
the laws of the land. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation is a highly skilled and 
praiseworthy organization, one 
of the world’s really great crime- 
detection bodies. One criticism 
which we did hear from some 
law enforcement officers, how- 
ever, was that the bureau tends 
to be overly secretive with infor- 
mation it collects on criminals 
—in other words, that exchange 
of information with the FBI is 
something of a “one-way street.” 
This, I believe, is a shortcoming 
not attributable solely to the FBI; 
improvement: of the flow of co- 
ordinated exchange of informa- 
tion on criminals is needed on 
all federal, state and local levels. 
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NFILTRATION of legitimate 

business by known hoodlums 

has progressed to an alarming 
extent. The committee uncovered 
several hundred instances where 
known hoodlums, many of them 
employing the “muscle” methods 
of their trade, had infiltrated 
more than 70 types of legitimate 
business. 


Behind the local mobs which 
make up the national crime syn- 
dicate is a shadowy international 
criminal organization known as 
the Mafia, so fantastic that most 
Americans firid it hard to believe 
it really exists. The Mafia, which 
has its origin and its head- 
quarters in Sicily, is dominant in 
numerous fields of illegal ac- 
tivity—principally narcotics—and 
it enforces its code with death: to 
those who resist or betray it. In 
the big business era in. which 
crime now is entered, there often 
is need for an arbiter when dis- 
putes arise within “the family.” 
The Mafia often serves as that 
arbiter. 

Some witnesses whom. we had 
good reason to‘ believe could tell 
the committee about the Mafia, 
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sought to shrug it off as a sort 
of fairy tale or legend that chil- 
dren hear in Sicily where the 
Mafia originated. The Mafia, 
however, is no fairy tale. It is 
ominously real, and it has scarred 
the face of America with mur- 
der, traffic in narcotics, smug- 
gling, extortion, white slavery, 
kidnaping and labor-racketeering. 


La Mafia even has its secret— 
and, of -course, unwritten—code 
called “Omerta,” a derivation of 
the Italian word for “man.” The 
code is simple and brutal: death 
to those who resist or inform on 
the Mafia. Usually, a member of 
the offender’s family is killed &s 
additional warning, Mafiosi and 
law-abiding Sicilians alike live in 
mortal fear of “Omerta.” 


Narcotics Agent Claude A. Foll- 
mer testified that there is “some 
contention” as to the identity of 
the New York head of the Mafia. 
He revealed that “it has always 
been my understanding that it is 
either Vincent Mangano or Jo- 
seph Profaci.” 


Mangano is said by New York 
police to be activé in Brooklyn 
waterfront rackets. We had 
planned to question him, but our 
hearing time was consumed by. 
other developments. His brother, 
Philip Mangano, also active on 
the waterfront and publicly iden- 
tified as prominent in the Mafia, 
was questioned by the committee

three times in the head.

“Astronomers have discovered 
that there is foliage and other 
plant life on Mars.’ There are 
also lower animals but not the 
kind of animals known to have 
been on the earth ages ago. We 
can see changes on Mars depend- 
ing on the season. In the Martian 
summer, we Can see a green color, 
In the Martian winter, it is brown. 
Mars apparently has longer sea- 
sons than we have on the earth.

The Stephens apartment on the 
campus reflects the family inter- 
ests. The book shelves are crowd- 
ed with volumes of scientific na- 
ture, but as a light touch one 
entitled “Amusement in Mathe- 
matics” stands between “Treatise 
on Dynamics” and “Integral Cale 
culus.” In a corner stands a celes- 
tial globe, and in the next room 
is a telescope which Dr. Stephens 
and her husband, Dr. Eugene 
Stephens, retired professor of 
mathematics, designed and helped 
build. 

But looming large in the living 
room of the apartment on Faculty 


_Row is the grand piano, symbol 


of Dr. Stephens’s second interest. 
She studied music as a young 
girl and although she has trans- 
ferred from organ to piano, still 
turns to it for relaxation after 
heavy scientific study and re- 
search. In her former home on 
Warson road near Clayton, she 
had a large pipe organ which had 


belonged to her teacher, the late 
Charles Galloway, organist and 
musical director of Washington 
University. She has served as 
organist at St. Peter’s Episcopal 
Church and occasionally during 
the summer at Graham Memorial 
Chapel on the Washington Uni- 
versity campus. 

She can cook—‘“I can’t say I 
love it, but I have been doing it 
since I was 10’”—and for many 
years made all her own clothes. 


When she took over the depart- 
ment of astronomy as an instruc- 
tor, Dr. Stephens inherited an 
academic program that had its be- 
ginnings around Civil War Days, 
a half-century before the campus 
was moved from its downtown lo- 
cation to “the hill.” The work 
had been started in earnest in 
1881, but almost two decades 
earlier, Prof. William Chauvenet, 
later to become chancellor, had 
used it as a basis for his “Spheri- 
cal and Practical Astronomy,” 
written in 1863, 


‘ In 1881, the astronomy depart- 
ment was set up on the site later 
occupied by the old Marquette 
Hotel at Eighteenth and ‘St. 
Charles streets, near the campus. 
It was known then. as the out- 
standing observatory west of the 
Mississippi, according to histori- 
cal records, and it helped de- 
termine the location of the border 
in the Texas-Indian territorial dis- 
pute.. Early in its history, the 
Washington University observa- 
tory provided the correct time to 
one third of the railroads of the 
nation, and the location of the 
Mexican National Laboratory, 
more than 2000 miles away, is said 
to have been determined by 
astronomical methods from the 
downtown location,

WASHINGTON, July 28. 


NE evening not long ago 
(0 Francis Hoban, a spirited lit- 

tle brunette from St. Louis, 
went to the telephone of her 
efficiency apartment in down- 
town Washington and dialed a 
number. 

“There are three men here and 
two gals,” she abruptly informed 
the girl who answered at the 
other end of the line. 

“I'll be there in 15 minutes,” 
snapped the girl with the alacrity 
of an alerted fireman. 

Francis is a G-girl. She arrived 
in Washington last January, a 
pebble in a mounting tide from 
the hinterlands that has been 
-shoring up some 2000 new women 
workers for the capital’s federal 
agencies each month since the 
Korean war began. Francis is a 
$4450-a-year secretary in the con- 
sumer goods division of the Of- 
fice of Price Stabilization. She 
and some of her cronies were 
briefing me on the pleasures and 
pitfalls of the Government Girl— 
Model °51. 

“Now ahout that gal I called 
when we had an extra man for 
once,” Francis explained. “If I 
had called her .back home she'd 
have asked how tall he was, what 
he looked like and whether he 
was married and had 12 children. 
Nobody asks questions like that 
around here.” , 

Francis and her friends are not 
exactly typical of the 110,000 
women who have. buzzed into this 
beehive of bureaucracy from all 48 
states to take a letter from Uncle 
Sam. As far as I could learn dur- 
ing brief but intensive study, 
Francis and her friends are better 
looking than the average and 
more adaptable to the ways of 
Washington. They make more 
money, hold more stimulating 
jobs and occupy more desirable 
apartments. Also, they manage to 
attract more male attention. 

Like most G-girls, they are 
young, single and—more or less 
frankly—shopping for husbands, 
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HERE is a story circulating 

in these parts about a co- 

quettish little Government 
toiler who was standing near a 
street corner waiting for a traffic 
light to change. A handsome 
stranger approached her and 
asked if she could direct him to 
a certain street. The girl seemed 
shocked and blurted: 

“How dare you speak like that 
to a poor little Government girl 
who has nothing to do tonight, 
tomorrow night or the next. day!” 

The story illustrates a prospect 
sad but true: many of the girls 
never find what they came for. 
Marooned in bug-infested board- 
ing houses where they may share 
rooms with three girls and baths 
with three more, you see them 
roam streets and parks with bands 
of other. forlorn typists. Some 
recent “exposés” to the contrary, 
they are no more tempted by sin 
than they would be elsewhere. 

Boredom is their real foe. They 
may labor in some _ uninspired 
bureau’s “steno pool” where they 
meet nobody except a couple of 
hundred other stenos from the 
sticks. Salaries that look thump- 
ing in Pine Bluff, Ark., melt 
amazingly fast when you coni- 
mute daily from Virginia; eat a 
lot of poor but expensive res- 
taurant food and send home $50 
a month as many girls do. 

Disillusioned, they scout a few 
dances held by their respective 
state societies, date a few G.I.’s 
from the many nearby Army 
camps, and then pack up and 
head homeward. Others leave to 
get married or to enjoy a change 
by living in New York, Florida 
or California. Some even quit be- 
cause their parents are sure that 
Washington will be atom-bombed. 

Not Francis and her friends. 
They, too, went through the 
boarding house purgatory, but 
they graduated. They’re still not 
being asked to champagne parties 
at the French Embassy, but 
they’re having a whale of a lot 
more fun than their set in Gales- 
burg or Unionville. 
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ANCIS and her friends are 
hep to Washington. They 
“ know, for example,-that you 
can put in a fair chunk of over- 
time in some of the new, over- 
worked war emergency agencies. 
But they also know that these 
agencies are housed in crowded, 
temporary quarters that aren't 

air-conditioned. 

They know that there are cer- 
tain desirable places for a irl to 
work—places where there is .a 
chance to run into interesting 
jobs and interesting men.

Much may de- 
pend on how much, if at all, FCC 
engineers calculate more power 
for KSD-TV might affect or in- 
terfere with programs transmitted 
by one or more stations to be li- 
censed in adjacent areas on the 
same channel. 

More TV stations in this area 
are not likely to go on the air 
for many months. The FCC said 
the other day that it did not seem 
possible to end the freeze of ap- 
plications for licenses before the 
end of the year.

. HE HISTORY of the Society 

. “of Independent Artists, whose 

City Art Museum exhibition 

will open Friday, is now being

Miss Young’s summary, which

The customary procedure with 
a musical show written in’ an- 
other’ era is to modernize its 
text along idiomatic lines. Since 
“The. Bohemian Girl” is full of 
‘archaic phraseology a similar re 
Vision would seem to be indi- 
cated.

“ has evidently decided that its 


quaintness is a part of its charm, 
a decision baséd on experience. 
“The Behemian Girl” has already 


been produced five times at the | 


Municipal Opera. On each oacca- 
sion it was treated as a period 
piece and it was always success- 
ful with the audience. 


St. Louis audiences are not pe- 
culiar in this respect. In the 118 
years of its existence “The Bo- 
hemian Girl’ has played all over 
the world in English, French, 
German or Italian translations. 
For many years in the early part 
of the. century it was a stock 
repertory piece of American tour- 
ing companies such, as the old 
“Bostonians” and for many 
Americans in and about the 
middle period of life its cele- 
brated: melodies have the associa- 
tion of folk songs. Proof of their 
being part of the general lore 
is the fact that they sometimes 
show up in bawdy paraphrases 
sung by college boys. 
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EVEN SO, many critics and so- 
phisticated musicians have been 
frankly puzzled-by its continuing 
appeal. - According to the late 
Richard Aldrich, Balfe was not a 
great musician nor a composer 
with much artistic conscience. 
But, as he went on to say, “he had 
a remarkable fund of invention, 
the practical knowledge of writ- 
ing fluently for the voice and the 
power of producing melodies that 
fasten themselves deep in the 
popular heart.” 

An earlier .commentator wrote 
that Balfe ‘was the sort of com- 
poser who was always satisfied 
with his first draft. He admitted, 
however, that Balfe acted wisely 
in not striving for more surpris- 
ing melodic turns and a more 
ingenious harmonic texture since 
it probably would have robbed 
his melodies of their directness 
and freshinéss. © 7

BALFE HAS HIS defenders, 
however, even among the high- 
brows. “The Bohemian Girl” is 
one of Sir Thomas Beecham’s 
favorites and at the moment he 
is planning to give it a gala 
revival at Covent Garden next 
season. 

Balfe’s unwillingness to rewrite 
his scores over and over again 
may have been a practical neces- 
sity. He was a very busy man. He 
wrote more than 20 operas and, 
was at one time or anotier a 
fiddler, a conductor, a theater 
manager and a concert and op- 
eratic singer. Rossini was so im- 
pressed with his vocal gifts that 
he entrusted him with the role 
of Figaro in “The Barber of Se- 
ville.” The records also show 
that he sang the part of Papa- 
geno in Mozart’s “Magic Flute” 
with great success in London. 
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LIKE SHAKESPEARE, Balfe 
and his librettist, Alfred Bunn, 
were not averse to using another 
man’s plot. The theme of “The 
Bohemian Girl” was taken from 
a French ballet called “La 
Gypsy” but it was liberally re- 
inforced by episodes from “La 
Gitanilla,” a tale by Cervantes 
which was credited with being the 
séurce of “all the gypsy poems, 
romances and operas that have 
since delighted the world.” 


Undoubtedly the story of a 
child being stolen from noble 
parents by gypsies has the basic 
stuff of melodramatic romance. 
In the case of “The Bohemian 
Girl” the mixture is further en- 
riched when Arline, the abducted 
child, grows to womanhood and 


falls in love with a disguised .

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House Trailers 
Being Mobilized 


For Emergencies 


Mobilization of the house trail- 
ers more or less permanently sta- 
tioned in various communities of 
the United States is being under- 
taken as a vital link in the prepa- 
ration of defense against bombing 
attacks in case of war, members 
of.the Missouri Trailer Coach As- 
sociation were told last Thursday 
night at their annual meeting, 
held in the Nelson restaurant at 
Lindbergh and Highway 66. 

Erwin S. Grask of the Grask 
Trailercoach Manufacturing Co. 
of Des Moines, Ia., related that 
two weeks AsO, Civilian Defense 
officials there began, in co-oper- 
ation with trailer park operators, 
dealers and others to enlist -trail- 
er owners in a defense standby 
unit, to be called upon.in case of 
disaster operations. 

The trailers would be used in 
such anh emergency .as ambu- 
lances, mobile emergency field 
hospitals, X-ray units, and similar 
purposes. Vehicles for use as am- 
bulances are in short supply in 
comparison to the need that 
would arise under bombing emer- 
gencies, but standby units of 
trailers would materially relieve 
that bottleneck of defense prepa- 
ration, Grask pointed out. 

Effort has been undertaken at 
Des Moines to enlist 1000 trailers. 
In connection with the organizing, 
trailer owners are to be trained 
in first aid and in the use of 
shortwave radio, radio-telephone 
and similar communication de- 
vices. 

Eral Raymond, representative 
of a Michigan manufacturer, said 
high Army officials and other 
Federal Government and local 
government representatives at- 
tended a demonstration mobiliz- 
ing in Chicago recently to test 
how the gathering together and 
use of trailer emergency units 
would work in time of actual 
stress. 

House trailers now are classi- 
fied by the Federal Government 
as mobile housing, and not as 
transportation; the Association 
members were informed; and is 
being considered for extensive 
use in the proposed atomic plant 
areas, to avoid establishment of 
permanent, barracks-like ‘“tem- 
porary” housing that might* de- 
velop into permanent slums in- 
stead of being torn down when 
the emergency of plant construc- 
tion and operation has passed. 

M. Eugene Baughman, execu- 
tive secretary of the St. Louis 
County Planning Commission, 
told members of the Association

Threaten FHA, 
VA--MacDonald| 


CHICAGO .— The federal gov-. 
ernment is itself creating the 
most serious threat to two of its 
most successful undertakings of 
the past quarter-century — the 
Federal Housing Administration 
and the Veterans Administra- 
tion’s home loan program—by its 
action in de-controlling the money 
markets for practically everything 
else but the terms on which these 
loans are made Milton T. Mac- 
Donald, president of Mortgage 
Bankers Association of America, 
declared in a report to members 
yesterday. 

“The fiscal authorities of the 
federal government have again 
made supply and demand the 
principal factor in the money 
markets — for about everything 
except FHA and VA interest 
rates. When the Federal Reserve 
ceased to support government 
bonds at par in early March, sup- 
ply and demand resumed their 
normal roles in the credit field. 
But the FHA interest rate re- 
mained. frozen at 4% per cent 
and the VA rate at 4 per cent— 
both too low. to compete with 
other investment media under the 
new conditions. FHA loans in the 
secondary market have been ad- 
versely affected and VA loans 
considerably more so. There is no 
sound reason why these rates 
should not be moved up in ac- 
cordance with the general'rise in 
the cost of money made effective 
by the federal government. No 
one would be harmed in any way 
by such action and many would 
be benefited, including eligible 
veterans who suffer most from 
this inequity.

flationary rise which, since last 
year, seriously menaced our eco- 
nomic stability, The efforts made 
so far to retard it have been suc- 
cessful and more will be.accom- 
plished.

Morpheus Blooms Late. 

Daylillies are not available as 
yet in white or blue, but hy- 
bridizers have produced a remark- 
able color range—yellow, orange, 
pink, rose, red jurple, and brown- 
ish tones. Among the pinks, Dill 
recommends Carissima, Pink 
Prelude, Fairy Jewels, Pink 
Charm, and Pink Queen. He con- 
siders Garnet Robe the finest 
red, with Mabel Fuller a close 
second. Royal Ruby and Flanders 
are brighter, and Scorcher is a 
flame-colored flower that can 
stand sun and drouth. 

Susan Treadwell, which has 
6-inch blossoms in empire yel- 
low, is one of the best of the 
late-flowering daylilies. Another 
August bloomer is Morpheus, a 
handsome lemon yellow lily with 
ruffled and recurved petals. Both 
of these hybrids take the sun 
well, and their flowers remain 
open in the evening. 

In general, the newer day- 
lilies have improved habits of 
bloom, Dill says. A few, like the 
reliable Blanche Hooker, tend to

He has 
discarded some named varieties

He keeps detailed records of 
all the plants he grows and 
evaluates them on special rating 
cards. Each daylily is graded for 
quality of foliage and flowers, 
length and rate of its blooming 
pewiod, sun resistance and hardi- 
ness. 

Dill makes a point of visiting 
growers in different parts of the 
country and tries to see as many 
varieties as possible each season. 
“That’s the only way you can 
really tell about them,” he ex- 
plains. “More than 3500 day- 
lilies have been registered with 
the Hemerocallis Society, and that 
is just too many. I try to limit 
my planting to 150 named varie- 
ties, but I have to work hard to 
hold the list down. Each year 
some varieties move out,.but I am 
probably growing about 200 dif- 
ferent kinds.” 

Divide and Replant. 

Dill recommends growing the 
new hybrids for at least three 
years before dividing them. Most 
of them do not reach their full 
beauty until the clump is at least

to divide and replant in August, 
so that roots have plenty of time 
to become established before win- 
ter. He recommends a light mulch 
to protect newly set plants from 
winter or early spring thaws. 
Some varieties from the south 
are not considered hardy and may 
need the: protection of a cold 
frame, 

Even the fanciest of hybrids 
are reliable, easy-to-grow plants. 
Dill enriches the soil with com- 
post and an organic fertilizer, but 
he explains that the daylily is not 
a heavy feeder, “The main thing 
is to see that the plants have 
good drainage. They say a rose 
must not have wet feet, but the 
daylily does not like a wet head. 
Don’t put the plant where the 
crown will be soaked too much.”

Although there is an .adjoin- 
ing ancient city called Eski- 
Ankara, the new Ankara built 
in the late °20’s is a modern 
city, and its houses are equipped 
with electricity, central heating 
and fairly up-to-date plumbing.

eontaining flower gardens and | 


plenty of space for the general 
to pursue his hobby of small- 
scale farming. He has a flour- 
ishing vegetable garden and a 
flock of chickens. and ducks. 
As there ‘is a well established 
strawberry patch along with 
fruit trees, theré is plenty to 
tuck away in the deep freeze.

THERE 1S NO FOOD SHORT- 
AGE in Turkey, Mrs. Arnold 
reports, but as the local mar- 
kets have no means of refriger- 
ation, things are obtainable 
only in season. Fish is par- 
ticularly good, with a wide 
variety, ranging from the tiny 
but delicious shrimp to huge 
swordfish. Mrs. Arnold has an 
expert cook who can turn out a 
gourmet’s dream of a lunch- 
eon for 20 or whip up small 
pastry “beregs” and other hors- 
d’oeuvres for several hundred 
with equal ease. | 

“He’s an embassy cook,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Arnold. “Origi- 
nally he came from Yugoslavia, 
but he has cooked at so many 
embassies that there is nothing 
that he can’t prepare. He al- 
ways knows just what .is in 
season, ‘helps plan the meals 
and does all the marketing. 
When he gets to the market he 
hires a little boy called a 
‘hamal’ who has a huge bag or 
basket on his back, follows him 
around and carries home every- 
thing he buys.” 

The other household servants 
include the cook’s Greek wife 
who is the number one maid, a 
Turkish gardener and a second 
maid. : 

The diplomatic and military 
set in Ankara is caught up in 


a regular merry-go-round of . 


entertaining, most of it official 
and semi-official. Morning cof- 
fees, luncheons, cocktail par- 
ties and dinner parties follow 
each other in rapid succession 
every day. The representatives 
of one country dare not slight 
those of another, so it is hard 
to refuse invitations even when 
one is exhausted. 

Among the interesting func- 
tions the Arnolds have attended 
was the reception and musicale 
given by the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs in Turkey in honor 
of King Abdullah of Jordan—a

HOWEVER, life for the gen- 
eral’s wife is not all gayety. 
She is first president of the 
newly unified Woman's Club, 
membership of which consists 
of about 160 wives of Army, 
Navy and Air Force personnel. 
It is an extremely active orga- 
nization — with many hard- 
working committees. As new- 
comers arrive at the airport 
they are met by members of 
the hospitality committee bear- 
ing flowers and toys and milk 
for the children, and then they 
are taken to a hotel. 

The next day the welfare 
committee takes over, helps 
with housing prohlems, takes 
them to the Post Exchange and 
native markets and supplies the 
hundred and one bits of infor- 
mation useful in a foreign land. 

About once every six weeks 
Mrs. Arnold has‘a morning cof- 
fee for new members at which 
all club activities are explained. 
The entertainment committee 
arranges dances, luncheons, 
card parties and sight-seeing 
tours, and the children’s com- 
mittee sponsors Boy Scout and 
Girl Scout troops, schedules 
baseball games and _. holds 
Christmas and Easter parties. 
As an extra project the club 
has taken on 400 poverty- 
stricken Turkish children and 
has collected clothes, bought 


shoes and supplied them with . 


pencils, notebooks and other 
school necessities. 

To raise money for this two 
benefits were held-one a con- 
cert at the home of the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs and the 
other a card party for which 
the American Ambassador, 
George Wadsworth, offered the 
use of the new Embassy resi- 
dence. 

Another organization in 
which Mrs. Arnold is active, 
holding the office of vice presi- 
dent, is the Turkish-American 
Women’s Cultural Society, a 
club that fosters better under- 
standing and friendly relations 
between the women of the two 
countries. Ip the spring they 
sponsored an exhibit of Turkish 
arts and crafts, stressing native 
costumes from the various vil- 


lages. 
x *« * 
WHAT ABOUT LANGUAGE 
difficulties, we asked Mrs. Ar- 


nold. Did she have to learn 
Turkish? 


“Thank heavens, no,” she 
laughed. “It’s terribly difficult 
-— in fact it-resembles only two 
other languages in the world, 
Finnish 2nd Hungarian — and 
right now # is even more diffi- 
cult as it is in the process of 
being modernized. But French 
is spoken almost everywhere 
and I am brushing up on mine 
with the help of a teacher twice 
a week.” 

Four years of studying 
French at Sacred Heart con- 
vents in St. Charles and St. 
Louis, a year of speaking al- 
most nothing else in a school in 
Switzerland and three years of 
conversation with many French 
friends while statidned in 
Tientsin, China, in the 30’s, 
provide a good background of 
French to be “brushed up.” 

“However, she continued, 
“there are alWays some who: 
don’t know French and we have 
to use an interpreter. I had 
just persuaded my husband to 
learn canasta when one night 
he got into a game in which 


every word had to be trans- 
‘lated. into French, then Ger- 
man, then Turkish—after that 
he was through with canasta.” 

Turkish, ‘however holds no 
problem for the Arnolds’

AT PRESENT Mrs. Arnold is 
spending six weeks here at her 
summer cottage and has a large 
houseful of children and grand- 
children. Her oldest son, How- 
ard, who recently was gradu- 
ated from Cornell where he 
ranked first in his class, was 
there until last week when he 
left to do research at Princeton. 


' The Arnolds’ older daughter 


and son-in-law, Capt. and Mrs. 
James H, Dallman, and their 
baby daughter, Elizabeth Welsh 
(the seventh in line to bear that 
name), are spending July with 
the family, and the second 
daughter, Mrs. Parkman Clancy, 
and her baby, Emily, have just 
arrived, Mr. Clancy is expected 
in a few days.

The Senate Pre ess subcommittee, checking on the areas of 
these camps, found that “in too many instances service men are being 
shamefully. victimized” by greedy landlords who provide “animal-like 
living conditions.” A report by the committee denounced the “irrespon- 
sible greed and casual disdain” of the gougers. Its findings were 
on with detailed descriptions and, in some instances, photographs 
of squalid facilities. . : 

Victims of the gouging have little or no recourse, if | 
keep their families with them. Most of the gouging landl 
within the law. The ramshackle, makeshift, cramped dwellings they pro- 
vide were built, or “remodeled” since 1947 trailers, garages, 
gasoline stations, sheds or lofts, and are exempt from control. Occupants

“Mahion and Joe are two of the big- 
gest influences in my life,” says Willet 
Evans. He owns the Milky Way Stables 
and a big Long Island dairy. The horses 
made Evans what he is today. 

Here’s how it happened: 

As a kid, Evans hung around his 
father’s milk wagon stable in Brooklyn. 


Boy Meets Horse 


“There I met Joe,” Evans recalls. 

“T was a sickly kid and couldn’t get 
around much. So I hitched him to a 
buggy, got in, and let him haul me 
around all day—day after day-—in the 
sunshine. That’s what I needed most. 
Soon I recovered, and I became a har- 
ness horse fan for life.” 

For years Willet drove his father’s 
milk wagon through Brooklyn streets. 
Then, gradually, the business grew up 
and became mechanized. Eventually 
trucks replaced horses. 

@ “But I still liked horses,” says Evans, 
“so I started a stable.” 

@ Today Evans’ stable is one of the best 
in the U. S. Its prize tenant is Mahlon 
Hanover, who is so good he has been 
compared to Greyhound, greatest of all 
the trotters. 

@ Right now Mahlon is training for the 
Hambletonian—and a certain 72-year- 
old milkman is his biggest booster. 

@ “Take it from me,” says Evans. “Mah- 
lon will win that race. Too bad old Joe 
won’t be there to see him do it.”

happen to you. 

Lovelock started out in his car alone 
recently for a civil defense meeting in Queens, 
the New York borough where he lives. 

Two blocks from his house, another car hit 

his. Lovelock’s left knee was crushed, and what 
with pain and shock he hardly knew what hap- 
pened in the next ten minutes. 
‘But shortly after he was taken to a hospi- 
tal, a man représenting himself as a tow car 
operator came to his bedside. 
° “Listen, mister,” said the man, “I’ve got my 
towing rig right there by your car. Just sign 
this and I'll move your car to the garage. It'll 
be out of the way and we can give you an esti- 
mate on what it’ll cost to fix her up. That's 
all there is to it.” 


 @ In pain, Peter Lovelock signed. Then, the 


next day, he got a bill. 
@ It read: “For towing four miles, $60; for 
estimate of damage, $10; for storage one night, 


$1. TOTAL, $71.00.” 


Peter Lovelock, injured knee and all, hit the 
ceiling—just as you would have. 

He complained to the Queens district at- 
torney, to his lawyer, to his insurance com- 
pany, and, with emphasis, to the towing outfit. 

He got satisfaction—of a sort. The operator 
cut the charge (“I only did it to keep the insur- 
ance company happy,” he said); and the 
Queens district attorney, prodded vigorously 


by the Long Island Press, began an inquiry into. 
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tow car gyps, which is still going on. 

But Peter Lovelock is still sore. He can’t get 
over his own brush with one of the most vicious 
price-gouging rackets that ever preyed on 


Americans. It costs you and every other mo- — 


torist millions every year—in tow charges, in- 
surance premiums, and repair costs. 

But if you think Lovelock ill-treated, con- 
sider this ironic story: 

Two cars crashed recently at a Florida in- 
tersection. One of the drivers, a garage owner, 
climbed out, took a look at his crumpled fender 
and front wheel, and telephoned his own 
garage for the tow car. 

The next day, a policeman called on him. 
: ““Where’s my ‘cut’?” he demanded. 

@ “Nothing doing,” said the garage man. 
Ben was my own car.” | 

@ “Okay,” said the cop, “if that’s the way you 
want it.” 

And from that day on, not a single call for 
towing service has come to that garage from 
a police source. 


How the Racket Works 


HOSE TWO CASES sum up the tow car gyp as 

it exists today all over America. According 

to motoring authorities, it takes two forms, 
each of them evil, and each of them costly: 

] “Ambulance chasing” by tow car men. This 

e involves auto wreckers equipped with 

short-wave radio to receive police accident 

calls. Some actually cruise streets and high- 


ways waiting, vulture-like, for accidents or 
breakdowns. On the scene, they try to rush 
distraught car-owners into accepting their 
services. Later, they’re likely to submit sky- 
high bills, sometimes with extra charges for a 
“written estimate” of repair costs. 

2 “Deals” between police and repairmen. 

« All too often, traffic police may call only 
“favored” garages to move damaged cars. 
Sometimes police themselves put pressure on 
motorists to accept the services of a particular 
towman. Asa result, “kickbacks” are common, 
and in some communities—New York City, for 
example—they’re frequently paid according to 
a recognized schedule of “rates.” 


Many Are Honest 


uT let’s say right here: NOT ALL TOW CAR 
OPERATORS ARE GYPS. 
There are a great many honest, efficient 
operators in business in all parts of the US. 
But there's plenty of evidence; recognized by 
district attorneys, automobile associations, 
auto insurance adjustors, and garage opera- 
tors themselves, that points to just one thing: 
graft and price-gouging DO exist widely in 
tow car operations. 
- What's the situation today in US. cities? 
@ Near Boston, one garage owner told PA- 
RADE: “Crooked towing operations go on 
every day, and all over. Police call their favor- 
ites, too. . . . I've complained to them and to 
the State Department of Public Utilities. They

@ A spot-check in St. Louis shows little tow 
car gouging in the city, but much in surround- 
ing counties.

@® In one case, a motorist with a flat tire was 
told by police to have his car moved promptly. 
The motorist argued that he could change the 
tire himself in a few minutes, then have fur-

$35 for a four-mile haul! 

The situation is reported better in Chicago.

Gyps Rampant 
Ts five boroughs are probably worst of all. 
One Brooklyn service station operator made 
this flat statement recently: “I’d say 90% of 
the tow car guys are dishonest. But how can 
they be honest if they have to slip the cops 
$20 or $30 every time they get a call?” 

Let one man who knows the New York situ- 
ation tell about it. He’s Hyman Sandlofer, 
proprietor of a repair service in the Bronx. 

He’s seen the “gyp” situation from both 
sides, because until a year or so ago he allowed 
policemen a “cut” on repair jobs. 

@ “I used to pay as high as $25 a wreck to the 
cop if he called me,” Sandlofer said recently. 
“But when it went higher, I quit. $40 and 10% 
of the repair bill is too much—and that’s what 


‘the going rate is today on a new car.” 


@ This occurs in spite of the fact that New 
York City laws—as do those of other U.S. cities 
—require tow car operators to register their 
price schedules with the police. 
@ Graft is paid because often the registered 
price lists are so high—$10-or even $20 a mile— 
that an operator can afford to split his fee. 
Besides the pay-off to policemen, there are 
other tricks, says Sandlofer. 
Some “ambulance chaser” operators have 
“AAA” or some other motoring club initials 
printed on their cards—but not so as to copy 
the insignia of legitimate associations. 
Others flash an “authorization” which, in 
fine print, provides for all sorts of outrageous 
charges. They take advantage of a driver’s 
nervousness to get him to agree to them. 
“They promise you the moon and the sky. 
They tell you they'll take good care of your car, 
there’s no towing charge, no estimate charges 
or anything. All they want you to do is sign 
that authorization,” says Sandlofer. 
What can you do about tow car gyps? 
Here’s a set of rules suggested by Robert 
Dick, acting claims manager of the Association 
of Casualty and Surety Companies in New 
York—an insurance organization which has a 
big stake in honest towing and repair: 
1. Always remember that you DON’T 
have to use the tow car service recom- 
mended by police—even if the police insist. 


2. Always be suspicious of any tow car . 


that arrives at the scene within minutes 
after the crash or blow-out. Be doubly sus- 
picious if you haven’t put in a call for aid!

JACKSONVILLE, FLA., for example, now re- 
quires all tow car operators to charge a stand- 
ard, legal fee. 

CLEVELAND, O., got to work on the problem 
25 years ago. Today the law there requires that 
all abandoned, stolen or wrecked cars be re- 
moved from the streets by AAA contract gar- 
age operators. Only a modest —and legally 
enforced—charge is made. 

NEWARK, N. J., gives one tow operator a city 
franchise. Fees are moderate—$5 is the maxi- 
mum—and the operator is not. permitted to 
“throw in” estimate costs. 


They Rotate the Jobs 


system of all—because it keeps all opera- 
tors in business, yet doesn’t lend itself to fa- 
voritism. — 

Police keep a master list of-the 21 licensed 
towmen in town. All calls from accident scenes 
are handled by headquarters. When one comes 
in, it’s automatically referred to the operator 
at the top of the list. He gets the tow job, and 
charges for it at a legal rate. Then he must bid 
against his competitors for repair work. And 
when he’s had a job, his name goes to the 
bottom of the list. 

Programs like these, enforced by public offi- 
cials, will do much to wipe out the graft and 
price-gouging now rampant.

A Few Make Fortunes 
T’s TRUE, of course, that in 12 seasons as a big 
league baseball player, Joe DiMaggio has 
probably earned more than a million dollars. 
_ It’s also true that Gene Tunney was paid about 
a million dollars for fighting Dempsey. 

But, for every DiMaggio or Tunney, there are 
thousands of hopeful kids who grow old playing 
for small change in the whistle stops. 

Take baseball. The major leagues employ 400 
players who draw salaries from $5,000 (the official 
minimum) to $125,000, the amount estimated 
for Ted Williams. DiMaggio, now paid $100,000, 
has earned more than $500,000 from the Yankees 
and has probably added another half-million 
through advertising testimonials, personal ap- 
pearances, business investments and his share in 
nine world series. 

Ralph Kiner and Stan Musial get $65,000 to 
$75,000, and’ many stars earn $20,000, $30,000 or 
more. Many others get about $10,000.

Sounds wonderful! But wait a minute. 
@ It’s true that while he’s on top, the big leaguer 
does well. But life in the majors is short—six or 
seven years on the average.

@ Fighters get rich quick when they’re on top. 
Joe Louis had earned more than $1,000,000 with 


his fists when he “retired” from the ring two 


years ago. But eventually Joe lost most of his 
money and now—although past his peak—he has 
to fight to pay the rent. Many old champions 
were less fortunate. Bob Fitzsimmons died broke. 
So did John L. Sullivan. Jack Johnson ended his 
career working for $15 a week in a flea circus. 

How about football? Shouldn't that be a rich 
field? Well, yes, it should—but it isn’t! There just 
aren’t enough jobs. ; 
@ Pro football ceased to be a gold mine when its 
two big leagues merged last fall. Owners are no 
longer offering contracts like the one Charlie 
Trippi got when he finished at Georgia. Trippi 
supposedly signed with the Chicago Cardinals for 
five years and $100,000. Today most pros are paid 
from $5,000 to $15,000 a season. 
@ Few coaches get rich either. Bob Woodruff 
earns $17,000 a year at the University of Florida. 
Bernie Bierman was making $13,000 a year at 
Minnesota, and Herman Hickman recently 
signed a ten-year contract at Yale—at $10,000 a 
year. But at thousands of small schools the pay 
runs from $2,500 to $4,500 a season and the com- 
petition is keen. 

Among golfers, Ben Hogan and Sam Snead

Snead won $30,000 in tournaments alone last year 
and made twice that much for exhibitions, royal- 
ties and testimonials.

Tennis players have even less chance to gete 
rich. An exception is Bobby Riggs, who averages

an appearance and a percentage at the gate. But 
once you get past these stars, the average tennis 
player hardly makes enough to string his racket.

highest-paid player. He gets $17,000 a season 
from the Minneapolis Lakers.
